But before this Letter reach'd Vienna, General Bon- 
ne val hs his Orders in Execution; and, whef re- 
ceived, it rather exaſperated than allay' d the Re- 
ſentment of the Emperor, who thereby plainly ſaw, 
That the Pope was ſo far from offering any Satis- 
faction, that on the contrary, he threatned him both 
with his Spiritual and Temporal Arms.

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Increaſe of People is 4 Means of Advancing thy 
Wealth and Strength of a Nation: Which im, 
the Fundamental of ſound Poiiticks, was abundantly 
verified, not only in Pruſſia, Holland, and other 
Proteſtant Countries, which had vaſtly increaſed in

© of Italy and Piedmont have taken, has coſt a World - 


of Trouble, Blood and Mony: The Principality 
* of Catalonia, and in particular, its Capital City 
could not be acquired, but by a long and Active 
© Siege, and maintain'd a vigorous Defence. 
And to render the laſt Campaign in the Nether. 
lands ſucceſsful, it was found neceſſary, not only 
* to ſend into the Field all the 'Troops that could be 
* ſpar'd from the Garriſons, and to cauſe a whole 
* Army of German Troops to march that way ; but 
© alſo to have a Reinforcement of ſeveral Battalions 
from England. And yet, notwithſtanding all theſe 
Meaſures, they found it very difficult to ſucceed, 
V hich does undeniably confirm what has been ſaid 
© of the Siege of Lille; from which it is certain, 
© and beyond Contradiction, That if the Great Ef. 
* forts that have been mentioned, had not been 
made on this ſide, thoſe great Advargages could 
not have been obtained over the Enemy. 
The Conjunction of the Crowns of France and 
© Spain, which continues ſtill, is to be conſider'd in 
the ſecond Place, and the State and Condition of 


* both. This Conjunction and Union ſheweth, 


© that all the Reaſoning and Arguments that arc 
© ſometimes deduced from the difference of Climate, 
* Temper, Inclination, Cuſtoms, and Manner of 
Living of theſe two Nations, to prove their Natu- 
ral Antipathy, ſignify nothing at all, when the 
Neceſſity of Affairs, or the Conſtitution of the 
Government require the contrary, and make an 
Alteration in their private and publick Intereſts, 
* as it has been formerly ws for thoſe two 
* Crowns, have more than once, ſtrictly Confede- 
* rated themſelves. As to what concerns their pre- 
* ſent State, and in the firſt place, that of France, 
* it is true, that ſince the beginning af this War, 
« ſhe has been reſtrain d within narrow Limits, 12 
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, the ſucceſſive Conqueſts of the Allies; yet with 


out 1 this Place the Advantages that 
Crown has by her Conſtitution and Form of Go- 
vernment, and her great Reſources ( which ought 
well to be confider'd ) of Men, by reaſon of the 
vaſt Number of her Subjects, and of Money, 
through their great Trade, and export of the Mer- 
chandizes, of their Growth and Manufacture, the 
Contributions they raiſe, and the Profits they 
make by their Privateering; and above all, b 
their Navigation and Trade to the Spaniſh Welt. 
Indies, (which will be more largely diſcuſs d) it 
is to be obſerv'd, that France is ſtill in poſſeſſion of 
the whole Dutchy of Savoy, the Upper Rhine, from 
_ Hunlnghen to the River Queich, and of Briſac and 
Kehl, ( which ſerve her on that {ide as a Bulwark, 
* and give a continual Allarm, to two of the moſt 
* conſiderable Circles of the Empire) as alſo of 
* Tryers and the Mozelle, as far as Traerbach: And 
* thoſe Conqueſts enable her to draw great Advan- 
tages in Money, or things worth Money, from the 
* Neighbouring Territories of the Allies. Spain, 
* which was heretofore in the Grand Alliance, con- 
tinues in her Party, except Catalonia, and ſome For- 
treſſes in Valencia and Andaluſia, and with Spain 
the Indies; the Iſland of Sicily, the Provinces o 
Namur and Luxemburgh, and part of Mainault and 
* Flanders, of which States no particular mention 
* ſhall be made, the ſame having been ſufficiently 
* done heretofore, except the Indies, which having 
been only conſider'd in general Terms, deſerve a 
* more ſerious and particular Diſcuſſion, becauſe of 
their importance, in reſpect to Spain and France. 
* With the Indies are to be underſtood the South and 
* North part of America, with the moſt conſiderable 
Parts of the Antilles, that are ſtill in the poſſeſſion 
* of Spain: And, it is certain, that that Crown, 
* which in it ſelf was not very conſiderable, owes 
to the Indies, and in particular to their Conqueſts 
in America, the Grandure and Luſtre ſhe attain'd 
*to; and if ſhe had kept to herſelf the vaſt Trea- 
* ſures of that Country, tis very probable ſhe would 
have conquer'd all her Neighbours, and perhaps 
* diftare Laws to all the Kingdoms and States of 


; Europe, This will be no matter of ſurprize and 
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vonder, if we conſider, (without entering into a 
© particular Detail of the Riches of that Country) i «

* yolution of Portuga/, having diſcover d a delign of I « 4 
© the Inhabitants of theſe Provinces, to open a wa 
directly to trade in the Indies, endeavoured wit 
all imaginable care to divert that Project, and in 
© order thereto connived at their Trade with 
Spain, which in ſeveral reſpects was very Profi. 
table and Advantageous to them: And the fame 
Prince, having upon his Death thought fit to give 
© the Netherlands to his Eldeſt Daughter, excluded 
them in expreſs Terms, from the Navigation and 
© Commerce of the Indies. His Son and Succeſſor 
© did not follow his Example; for having raſhly 
* and inconſiderately forbid the Trade between the 

_ © the Inhabitants of theſe Provinces and his King- 
* doms, the High Regency of the ſa#l Provinces 
and their Subjects, were thereby encouraged and 
© animated to fit out formidable Fleets to infeſt the 
© Spaniſh Coaſts, and attack their Fleets in their. re- 
turn from the Indies, in order to bring as much 
“as it lay in their Power, thoſe Treaſures into this 
Country; and the Succeſs ot their Enterprizes was 
* ſo good and fo quick, that 4 Years after that Pro- 
© hibition,the Commerce with the Weſt Indies was ſet- 
© tled;and they penetrated into America, even as far as 
5 Peru and other Parts along the Coaſts of the South 
© Sea, through the negligence of the Spaniards in 
© not providing their Places, the Diffatisfa&tion of 
the Crioles and Mulatoes, and the ignorance of 
Military Art amongſt that People; and ſuch Ad- 
© vantages were obtain d thereby, and ſuch a Trade 
* ſettled, that it would not be difficult to prove, © 
© that the State was never more flouriſhing, nor en- 
joy d more Riches than at that time, whereof the 
* Circumſtances might have been better managed _ 
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they were afterwards; and Spain was by theſe GY 
means, and their own Miſmanagement, brought | 
* into a great Confuſiox, as to their Finances, 
ſo to the Terms of the Treaty of Munſter, 
* France having had an Eye upon the Spaniſh Co- 
lonies in America, even during che Life X Charles II. 
„King of Spain, got an information of their Con- 
dition, and ſent for that purpoſe, in the Year 
© 1680. a Squadron of Men of War, under the 
Command of the Count d'Eſtrees, who took a view 
* of their Harbours and Roads, ſounded the depth 
thereof, and obſerved their Forts and Avenues; 
* and having thereby diſcovered the Negligence 
the Spaniards, for the ſecurity of their Colonies, 
they improv'd it to their Advantage, and got a 
* great Profit by the plundering of Vera Cruz, and o- 
* ther Places, by a handful of Buchaneers and other 
*Pyrates ; and laſtly, in the late War by their En- 
*rerprize upon Carthagena. King Charles II. being 
* dead, rhe French by their ſecret Intrigues with the 
* Duke of Anjou, under pretence of an Agreement, 
*whereby the French Guinea Company at S/. Malo 
was to ſupply the Spaniſh-Colonies with Negroes, 
and ſome other Pretences, carry d their Point To 
far, that the Trade and Navigation to the Spaniſb 
i eſt lndiet was granted to the Subjects of France; 
and the Engliſh, and the Subjects of this Repub- 
lick excluded from the ſame. The Gallcons and 
Flotillas were ferch'd and convoy'd by French 
Men of War, and brought into France, or into the 
' Spaniſk, Ports neareſt to that Kingdom, as it has been 
ſeen lately, in regard of a Fleet from New Spain, 
* which put into Paſſage, under a French Convoy, 
and was immediately conducted from thence to 
" Breſt. By theſe means, and the private Ships con- 
* tinual| ſcar from France into the South Sca, 
Treaſures, even greater than ſome imagine, — 
been from time to time brought into France, where-

and Preſervation required from them; that their 
Countries and Dominions had not thereby been 
expoſect to the Invaſion of the Enemies heavy 
Contributions, and even Burnings, and other De- 
* vaſtations: That their Towns and Fortreſſes had 
not been forced and conquered : That before their 
Troops took the Field, the means of their ſub- 
ſiſtence had not been cut oft from them, and ſuch 
* Camps taken by the Enemy, as ſecured their own 
* Frontiers, and hinder'd them from _ attack'd. 
**Tis to theſe Reaſons, that the loſs ot Cambray, 
* Valentiennes, Bouchain, Mons, and ſeveral other 

* Places, which in the former Wars yielded to 
* France, 18 to be attributed ; and notwithſtanding 
the Enemy have not been able to get any Suc- 
* ceſs by theſe means in the Netherlands, during the 
4 mags War, yet it muſt be own'd, that they 

* have not been prevented ; and that generally 
* ſpeaking, they have been as ſoon, and ſomerimes 
* ſooner in the Field, than the Armies of the Allies. 
The Enemy being now actually buſy in reco-

*pend in that War. We are not to forget the 
ices, Motto's, and Emblems with which the

each other to Courage and Conſtancy, and to 
carry on the War with Vigour and Patience; 
. nay, to give their All, rather than give by Force, 
the Tenth Penny demanded by Spain, and ſuffer 
_ Encroachment on their Rights and Privi- 
ledges. The Object or End of this preſent War, 
. is not leſs — than it was at that time, 
ſeeing the Preſervation of the State, our Religion, 
| Liberties, and all that. is valuable and dear in the 
World, are concerned therein: And thoſe dear 
« Pledges acquired with the Blood and Treaſure of 
our Anceſtors, and left unto us by them, cannot 
be preſerved too carefully, nor defended and 
maintained with too much Conſtancy and Firms 
. neſs. That Courage and Reſolution is, next to 
the Bleſſing of God, the only Cauſe of the Ad- 
© vantages obtained in the preſent War, and a 
right uſe ought to be made thereof with the like

would find it very eaſy to attack thoſe. Places; 
becauſe their many Frontier Towns would afford 
them the Neceſſaries for ſuch Enterprizes : And 
'if that Deſign was not prevented and hindered, 
through Remiſlneſs, or leſſening the Efforts, that 
ein the beginning of this War, and the Proſecution 
thereof were thought neceſſary, there would be 
certainly no way either to anſwer for that Loſs, or 

to retrieve it. | 
VII. Now, High and Mighty Lords, there are 
good Grounds to hope, with the Heſſing of God, 
"that the State and their Allies, proſecuring the 
War with a ſufficient Force, 'Zcal, Firmneſs and 
' unanimous Concurrence, and making a right uſe

James, He Deſerted or was taken Priſoner about 
the time of the Battle of the Boyne, He was not 
taken into the Regiment, but was a Footman to 
Mr. Doge an Enſign in Captain Rechefort's Company 
in Belcaſtels Regiment, where he continued about 
two Vears, and then got a Diſcharge from his Ma- 
ſter, but refuſed to liſt himſelf as a Soldier.

He ſays, he is a Native of France, and was Sur- 
geon- Major to Dubart, during the late War, till the 
Two laſt Years, when he left him, upon a Dilpute 
between them concerning 2 Prize. 

At Dunkirk, he had Opportunity of aſliſting 
ſeveral Officers and Soldiers in the Engliſh Service, 
who were Priſoners there, and they promiſed to 
help him in his Profeſſion, if he would come into 
England 3 which he did as ſoon us tlie Peace was 
made. He became firſt acquainted with Valtere, by 
means of the Maſter of a Ship of St. Valery; and 
this Acquaintance was continued by one Dormicour's 
coming into England from Dunkirk, upon account 
of Debts he ow'd, who was known to both of them. 
Dormicour, being about to return to France, told 
Bara, That Valiere propoſed to him the . 
over the Pars Gazette ſooner than by the way o 
Holland; which Dormicour had promiſed to do, if he 
might have leave on the other ſide. Afterwards 
Valicre made the fame Propoſal to Bara, who ſaid 
he would do it, if he had Protection for his Perſon. 
Valiere ſuid, he had a ſufficient Authority for ſend- 
ing him to France, and produced a Paper ſcaled, 
with Mr. Harley's Name to it; and Valiere went 
with Bara to the Secretary's Office, and procured à 
Paſs for him to go Holland. 

Valiere gave him a Note for 2 J. which he never 
received, and alſo a Hook and Chain for a Watch, 
Which was to be a Token to one Nerinx, a Merchant 


at Ritrerdam, to pay him 30 / and the Money was 


anſwered accordingly.

In 9 or 10 Days, Valiere ſent him back to Calas 
in Bland's Boat, (who had been ſent over by V. 
liere, with Two Packs of Wooll conſigned to Cha- 
teauneuf while Bara was at Calan) but at this time 
Bland carried over no Goods, but only an © 
Letter to Chateauneuf for 17 Ankers of Brandy ; they 
ſtaid at Calas Three Weeks, and the Commiſſary 
bore their whole Expence. 

Bara return'd to England, and ſtaid at Margate 
about a Week, and then went back for France with 
Bland's Boy only. In their Paſſage they were 
driven to Newport, and made Priſoners ; but Bara 
ſending a Letter to Chateauneuf, upon his * 
to the Governor of Newport, they were releaſed 
proceeded to Calay. 

At this time Bara carried over with him 36 Yards 
of Sattin, Two Pieces of Stuff, Two Pair of 
Stockings, and T'wo Caſes of Knives ; the Stockings 
only were a Preſent to Mr. Chateaneuf, the reſt was 
for Bara's Subliſtence, Valiere (as he then ſaid ) ha- 
ving no Money to give him. 

Bara ſtaid at Calas Two Months. and then came 
P Margate, and brought with him one Corſelli a 

erchant, with whom he went to London, and 
acquainted Valiere with their being come over, and 
that Corſelli was then at London. Valiere (as Bara 
has been ſince informed by Bland) ſent this Corſelli 
back to France, by the * of Holland. 

Bara durſt not ſtay in London, finding there were 
Meſſengers out from Mr. Hurley to ſeize him, which 
were procured by Valiere, and he then charged g.

Bara return'd about the 27th of April, and upon 
his Landing wrote to Mr. Harley; but before an 
Anſwer came, he was ſeized at Dove, and brought 
before the Mayor.

cretaries of State, where being Examined, they ac- 
quainted them with all that paſſed at Calan, and 
with their throwing the Pacquet into the Sea, ac- 
cording to Valiere s Orders.

Gosby and Steed refuſed to go a Second time, be- 
cauſe (as they told Carter) they were Examined very 
ſtrictly by the Commiſlary, what News was in Eng- 
land, and what Ships were in the Downs 2 and the 
Commiſſary took Notes of all they ſaid, and de- 
"th them there-till they ſeat to Paris, and had a 

turn; and for theſe Reaſons they were afraid to 
go any more. 

In September, 1706. Valiere ſent over Ralph and 
The. Hatton. He preſſed them to go over immedi- 
ately, though they had no Goods, which they refu- 
ſed todo; whereupon ſome Wooll was provided, 
which the Two Hattons carried to Calais, with a 
Letter to the Commiſſary. R. Hatton believes the 
Letter did not relate to Trade, becauſe the Wool! 
was fold to another Perſon. "They were ſeized up- 
on Landing, and carried with a Letter to the Com- 
miſſary, who went with them to the Governor, and 
did not open his Better till he came to the Gover- 
nor's Houſe. 

They were receiv'd very kindly by the Gover- 
nor, who made them drink, a thing very unuſual. 
The Governor opened the Letter, and ſhewed it to 
ſeveral Gentlemen, who were there, who all ſeemed 
very well pleaſed with it. The Commiſſary car- 
ried them, by the Governor's Orders, to the beſt 


Inn in Calais, where they were very well treated at 


his Coſts. 

The next Day, the Commiſſary brought a French 
Gentleman to them, and ſaid, The Governor had 
ordered, that they ſhould carry him to Eng/and, 


which 
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which they did. They brought no Letters or '-WwWw 


Goods, and apprehending they ſhould be forced to 
Land in the Day-time, they deſired the Gentleman, 
if he had any Papers, he would throw them over- 


board; but he replied, He carried All in his Head. 


The Gentleman ſpoke good Engliſh. The Hatton: Tohanns 
brought him to Valiere at Mrs. _— Houſe, at R. ; 


Midnight, who procured a Horſe for him, and he 
went away to London that Night, without a Guide, 
and Valiere followed the next Morning. 

Valiere ſays in his Examination, this Man was 
Stephen Barry, who brought the News of the Relief 
of Turin; but Mrs. Riches ſays, he told her, That it 
was his Brother in Law, who liv'd at Calas ; and 
ſhe alſo ſays, he brought divers Papers with him, 
which he gave Valiere to read, 

About a Week after Valiere returned to Deal, and 
within a Week after that, the French Gentleman 
came back, and broughr with him Three other 
Feench Men, who were ſhut up privately with Va- 
liere for ſome time: Afterward they all rode out to- 
gether with Valiere, who by ſome Means or other, 
got them over to France. Mrs. Riches ſays, That 
Valiere told her, That the Father of one of thoſe 
Three French Men, was as great a Man as any in 
France. 


Carter, 


In October, 1706, Valiere ſent the Two Hattons, 2 Hutten. 
and William Reven over to Calars, with Wool, and 4+ 


a Letter to 8 Upon landing they were 
ſeized, and carried before the Governor; after that, 
they were taken before a Judge, and were accuſed 
of having carried a Spy into England. 

Marvelles deſired them, by Order of the Com- 
miſſary, to deny they carried any Body; which 
they did: They were kept in Cuſtody 14 or 15 
Days, till Orders came from Court to Diſcharge 
them, and then the Commillary ſent them away to 
England, wich one Letter to Valicre. 


About a Month after, Valiere imploy'd Reven, Ri. he- 


Tho, Finnes and Francs Baker of Drver, to po over to 
Calak with ſome Wool arid a Sack, in which was a 
Box, and other 'Things, buc their Boat was ſeized 
at Sandwich by the Cuſtom-Houſe Officers, who 
took away the Wool, but overlock d the Sack, 


which they brought back to Valicre, arid about a 
Hh 2 Week 
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Week after, he ſent Reven, Baker and R. Hatton, 
with the ſame Sack, ſome Wool, and a Letter to 
the Commiſſary at Calau, together with a young 
Man, whom hey carried to France. They were 
ſeized und taken to the Governor's Houſe, as uſual ; 
and the Commiſſary came to them, and opened his 
Letters there. They were, in a ſhort time diſ- 
miſs'd, with Brandy, and a Letter from the Com: 
miſſary to Valiere. 

Hitherto Valiere had imploy'd other People to go 
to France upon his Account, but about Fune, 1707, 
he went himſelf to Bologne, with Weaver and Math. 
ing, and they carried over one Pack of Wool. They 
went off from Hyth; as ſoon as they landed, they 
were all ſeized, and kept in Cùſtody with a Cen- 
tinel upon them, but Valiere had leave to ſpeak with 
one Strike a Merchant, who, in Two Days got 
him releaſed. Valiere told Strike, his Buſineſs was 
to get News, in order to lay Wagers, and that he 
had a Friend at Pars, who would ſend the News, 


if Strike would receive it, and tranſmit it to him. 


He pretends, he neither wrote nor ſpoke to the 
Commiſſary or Governor of Bologne at this time, 
but was only encouraged by Strike, and that he 
then diſcovered the Dunkirk Squadron was ready 
to fail, and ſent the News of it to Mr. Secretary 
Harley. | 
But Wathing, in his Account of this Voyage, 
ſays, That Valiere, upon writing to the Governor, 
was ſet at Liberty, and that he afterwards told 


them, he had waited upon the Governor, and done 


the Buſineſs. This is confirm'd by R. Hatton, who 
ſays, That Valiere, upon his Return, told him, he 
had been the longer, becauſe he was kept under 2 
Guard, till he could get a Letter delivered to the 
Governor; and then he was fet at Liberty, and 
waited upon the Governor. 

Valiere went over a Second time in July, with 


Weaver, Wathing and Le More, with one Pack of 


Wool. The Duke 4 Aumont was then at Bologne ; 
he pretends, that at their Landing they were more 
ſtrictly confin'd than before; but after ſome Days, 
the Duke ſent for them all before him, and asked 
them many . Queſtions concerning their Buſineſs, 
and how they ventured over with ſo ſmall a Quan- 
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tity of Wool; Valiere ſaid, he was imployed by WWW 


Merchants concerned in Wagers, and his chief Bu- 
ſineſs was to get the Gazette early over. The Duke 
was ſatisfied with this, and promiſed he ſhould have 


Intelligence; ſo he did not attempt to get it but 
from the Commiſſary Collanſon. he Duke ſaid, a 


he was going to Pars, and would take care Collan- 
ſon ſhould have Intelligence to furniſh Valiere with it. 
There were ſeveral Gentlemen in Company with 


the Duke, when this was talked of. e Duke 


faid, it would do no hurt to them to have the Pub- 
lick News ſent, for their Government was ſo wiſe 
as to ſuffer no News to come Abroad that would 
hurt them; whereas they could have Intelligence 
of the greateſt Matters of Importance from ond; 
and gave for an Inſtance, That they had lately 
certain Advice from thence, That the Duke of Sa- 
voys Deſign was againſt Toulon, 

When Valiere cold this to Mr. Harley, he ſeem'd 
to ſtart, and ſaid, He wondred they ſhould talk fo. 

The Duke D'Aumont propos'd to Valiere, to buy 
a Couple of Horſes for him, and upon that Con- 
dition, he ſhould have liberty to come when he 
would. Valiere agreed to do it, and the Duke ſent 
his Groom along with him. Theſe Horſes were to 
be ſent by the Bologne Sloop, which was to come to 
a certain Place for that Purpoſe. 

Valiere ſaid, he acquainted Mr. Secretary after- 
wards with this; who approved it, and gave him 
a Paſs for the Groom, by the Name of Tho. Strick, 

Valiere adds, that while he was at Bologne, Mr. 
Strike gave him privately a Letter from his Friend 
at Pari, which told him, That Mr. Fourbin, with 
his Squadron of Nine Men of War, had Orders to 
purſue the Ruſſia Flect, though never ſo far North- 
ward or Eaſtward, and to fall on them, if er 
and adviſed Valiere to inſure upon them. He told 
this News to Mr. Harley as ſoon as poſſible he could, 
Who anſwered thereupon, We have Twelve Men 
of War, we fear them not. 3 

He ſays, when he was at Bologne this time, he 


ſaw Two Letters at the Commiſſaries, one direct 


to Sir Fobn Parſons, and another to Mr. Caille, and 
Strike told him, That the Duke d Aumont held a 
conſtant Correſpondence with them.

Weaver. This is Valiere's Account of his Second Voyage to

liere aſide, and had him in private ſeveral Hours, 
When they returned for England, Valiere put on 
Board Brandy and Champagne, and a Man, whom 
they did not — was ſent back with them, who 

R. Hatton. upon Landing, went with Valiere to London. Le 

P.Wathing More was left behind, leſt he ſhould betray the 

Jordan. Groom when he came to England; but Le More 
was put on Board a French Sloop afterwards, and 
ſet on Shore in England. 

Mr. Jordan ſays, That when Valicre was ſick at 
Folkſtone, in September, 1707. he told him, That the 
Governor of Bologne was very rough with them at 
firſt, and told them, they came over for ſomething 
elſe than to bring ſuch a ſmall parcel of Wool, 
which would not bear their Charges; threatning 
them, unleſs they told the Truth. "Then Valiere 
deſired to ſpeak with the Duke privately, and told 
him, he came to learn News, which Expreſſion 
much ſurprized the Duke; but Valicre told him, 
Thar if he could ſerve his Excellency in England, 
he would ſerve him faithfully. Valiere told Jordan, 
That Le More was threatned with Death, being a 
French Man, and one who formerly had a Commil- 
ſion in an Exg / i Privateer, fo he fell upon his Knees, 
and begg'd for his Life; and upon Valiere's Intereſt, 
and Pleading for him, he was pardoned : Le More 
told Jordan, That he verily believed Valiere ſhewed 
Mr. Harley's Paſs to the Duke at that time. 
Paliere. Thomas Hatton ſays, That he lay about 14 Days 
| to watch for the Bokgne Sloop, by Valier's Order's, 
to put on Board Two Horſes to be carried to Bolopne : 
The Signal whereby he was to know the Sloop, 
was her hoiſting Dutch Colours on her Main-'T'op. 
Valiere gave him a Letter, which was to be deliver d 
to the Captain of the Sloop ; but ſhe not coming, 
he returned the Letter to Valiere, ' 

Valiere gives the following Account of his Third 
Voyage to Bolegne : That then he took over no 
Wool; that the Duke was then at Part; but be 
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told the Commiſlary the Horſes were bought; he WW 


was then ſupplied with the News without Trouble, 
which at his return, he told Mr. Harley, who was 
pleaſed with it, and ordered him Money, and di- 
rected him to go away immediately, and at his 
return, to come to him at Windſor. 


NHathing and Verge, who went with him this Voy- Tg. 
age, give this Account; That they were ſeized at“ e. 


Landing, but Valiere was at Liberty, and went into 


the Town for Two or Three 3 and then 


came to them, and told them, they muſt get ready 
to go away that Night: He was in very good Hu- 
mour, and ſaid, He had now catched 4 Old one. 
By which they underſtood he had heard ſome good 
News: They brought back Brandy, and Landed 
Valiere at Dimchurch, who immediately went to 
Loudon, 

The next Voyage, which (as Valiere ſays) was 
at the latter end of Auguſt, Valiere did not go over 
himſelf, but ſent Verge, Wathing and Weaver, who 
brought him the News of the Ryiling the Siege of 
Thoulon, and a Pacquet to Caille the Merchant, in 
Aldermary Church-yard, which Valicre pretends he 
burnt, without opening it. 


Wathing, Weaver and Verge ſpeak of this Voyage !11;1iu; 
in this manner : 'They Ph they carried Letters 13507,

Wool: When they Landed rhey were ſeized, and 


carried to the Governor, and examined about the

Joſeph Verge ſays, He believes Valiere to be dil. 
affected to the Government, and gave this Reafon 
for it; That being about to g0 over to Bologne, he 
ſaid to Valiere, Maſter, if we ſhould bring back the 


good News that Thoulon was taken, he hoped V-:/fere 
would give them a Guinea or two: He made an- 
ſwer, That if he would bring the News that the 
Siege was raiſed, he ſhould be better pleaſed, and

Wathing and Verge, with a Letter to Collanſon ; but 
they being ſeized as they came back, what they 
brought did not come to his Hands. 

Verge and Wathing ſay, they were taken by an 
Oſtender in their Paſſage to Bologne, who took their 
Letters, and every thing from them: They came 
almoſt naked to Bologne, and the Commiſſary being 
abſent, his Clerk refuſed to give them Credit ; but 
Le More got Credit for about 51. After about 14 Days 
ſtay, the Commiſlary's Clerk gave them two Letters 
for Valiere. They landed at Dover, where their Boat 
was ſeized, and 1n their going to Deal, they were 
taken by Meſſengers, to whom they delivered the 
Letters directed to Valiere. 

Valiere ſays, That what Letters he had, he uſed 
to ſend to Mr. Harley, and that in the Three Years 
time he has been imployed, he believes he has ſent 
him half a Score. 

He alſo ſays, That one Fitzgerald made a Propo- 
ſition to him, to Join with him, and two other Per- 
ſons, to carry off Monſieur Huguetan. He did not 
acquaint Mr. Harley with this ; the reaſon whereof 
was, That Mr.Harley told him, he was not to meddle 
with any Buſineſs but what he Imploy'd him in. 

He ſays, That one Pope, ahd Charles Coxhill, both 
of Lydd, received and returned Letters to and from 
France; That he ſaw Coxhill at Bologne, .and that he 
brought Horſes for the Duke; That Pope was Im. 

loy d to ſupply the Boleg::e Sloop with Wool, and 

ntelligence ; He told Mr. Harley of it, who bid him 
mind the Buſineſs he imploy'd him in, and not 
trouble himſelf with other Matters. 

Fohanna Riches ſays, That towards the latter end 
of April laſt, Valiere came to her Houſe at Deal, in 
the Night, and deſired a private Lodging, and foon 
after ſent her out to learn what Men of War were 
then in the Downs : She went to the Pacquet-Maſter, 
who told her there. were only Three Men of War 
there, and named them to her: She brought the 
Account to Valiere preſently ; ſhe has forgot the

Upon her Naming the Ships to Valiere, he ſer 
down the Names of them in his Book, and ſoon 
after went out, and ſtaid fo late, that no Lodgings 
could be got for him, ſo ſhe ſat up all Night, and he 
lay in her Bed. 

She further ſays, That ſhe believes Bland went 
over to France about that time. 

For which ſhe gives this Reaſon, That Bland 
and Mrs. Atwood being together at her Houſe, Bland 
{aid he hoped he ſhould ſoon bring them better Li- 
quor, and deſired her to buy for him ſome Casks 
for Brandy. She ſays, That Bland went into the 
Downs, and went aboard ſeveral Ships there. Bland 
told her, it was only to get ſome of the Ships to

Mrs. Riches ſays, Bland owned to her, He had 
been Four times in France ſince the beginning of the 
War; whereas Bland denies that he has been there 
more than Twice.

DIFFERENCE between the Farl of 


Mancheſter, the Britiſh Ambaſſador at 
Venice, and the Senate of that Republict, 
mention d in this Tears Annals, p. 43. 
are as follow : 


HE 26th of March, N. S. an Engliſh Mer- 
chant perſuaded, by Money, two of the Am- 
haſſador's Gondoliers or Watermen, who were go- 

ing aboard an __ Ship at Malamocco, to brin 
with him from the faid Ship, 29 Half-pieces of 
Cloth, which filled their Gondola. Having taken 
them on board, they drew their Curtains and ſailed 
with them towards Venice This being perceived, 
11 of theCuſtom-houſe Officers ſtopped theGondola, 
about a Mile without Venice. When they entered 
the Veſſel, the Gondoliers pray'd them to take pity 
on them, told them the Story as 'twas, and that 
neither his Excellency nor any of his Domeſticks 
knew any Thing of ir. The Officers took the 
Cloth, and let the Gondola go. My Lord knew 
nothing of it till the Day after, and he ſent on the 
29th his Secretary Mr. Cole, with a Memorial about 
it to the College, ſigned with his own Hand. The 
Republick ſent him an Anſwer in the Evening, in 
which they ſaid, They were very much troubled at 
the Accident; they aſſured his Excellency, that it 
was done without their Orders or Knowledge ; and 
that they would order the Men to be committed, 
which accordingly they did. The 2d of April, 
Mr. Cole went to the Colledge with another Me- 
morial, wherein his Lordſhip demanded, That the 
Men, who had given thi Affront, to hi Livery, ſhould 
be ſet in the Pillory, with an Inſcription denoting their 
Crime and Puniſhment, and afterwards be ſent to th: 
Gallies,and that what was taken out of the Gondela ſhould 
be returned to the ſame Place from whence twas taken. 
His Lordſhip gave this Reaſon for it, That tho” the 
Cloth was put into the 11 without n knowledge, 
123 ye? 
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yet it was in 4 Sanctuary, and that the Complaint ought 


to be made to him, if hi Servants committed any ſuch 
Diſorders. My Lord turned off the Gondoliers, and 
took his Livery from them. The Republick an- 
ſwered nothing to this laſt Memorial, but ſent a 
Courier about the Matter to London. 
M. Cornaro, their Ambaſſador in London, preſen. 
ted a Memorial to the Queen, juſtifying what had 
aſs'd, and complaining of my Lord Mancheſter's 
harſh Expreiſions. Upon this, the Venetian Am. 
baſſador was forbid the Britiſg Court; and the 
Queen ordered an Anſwer to be given him, That 
ſhe could not find by any thing alledg'd in the Memorial 
that her Ambaſſador had made the leaſt falſæ Step, and 
that her Majeſty found no Expreſſion in the Memorials of 
her Ambaſſador, but what ſuited his Character, and were 
proper to be ſpoke by her Miniſter on ſuch an extraordi. 
nary Occaſion; that ſhe expected they ſhould ſpeedily 
do what her Ambaſſador had demanded ; and in caſe of 
refuſal, ſhe knew very well how to do her ſelf Fuſtice in 
another Manner, Upon this, the Earl of Mancheſter 
reſolv'd to go from Venice; and having ſent off his 
heagy Baggage in ſeveral Waggons towards Holland, 
he Jent on the 12th of June, his Secretary Mr. Cole, 
to the College with another Memorial, in which his 
Excellency repeated the Cauſe of his Diſcontent, 
with their Ambaſſador's Memorial to his Miſtreſs, 
and her Majeſty s Anſwer ; and in the Concluſion 
notify'd his Deſign to depart. On this the Senate 
was called at 'Ten in the Evening, and continued 
fitting almoſt all Night : Ar laſt they agreed to ſend 
one of the Secretaries of the Republick to the Earl 
of Mancheſter, with a Memorial; praying his Ex- 
cellency, That he would delay his Departure, and 
aſſuring him, That they were ready to give him 
the Satisfaction he required, as to the Inſult done 
ro one of his Gondolas, and his Livery ; that they 
would order the Cloth to be reſtor'd on board the 
Gondola in the ſame Place where it was taken, and 
would condemn to the Gallies, the Deputy of the 
Cuſtom-Houſe, and the reſt who had been employ'd 
in thac Matter without the Orders of the Senate. 
They added, That they would depute the Procura- 
tor Foſcarini, to treat with his Excellency about the 
further Satisfaction he demanded, that they woun 
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alfo ſend an Expreſs to the Court of England; and GW 
| — his Lordſhip to ſend an Account ah bas 
| paſſed 17 the ſame Courier. Hereupon the Earl 
pur off his Departure ; and the Senate having ap- 
pointed the Chevalier Foſcarini to treat with his 
Lad; the Latter ſent his Secretary Mr. Cole, to 
: tell the Procurator, That if he had a ration 
| from the Senate, he would willingly confer with 
| him in the Convent of St. George Major ; and ac- 
cordingly they had ſeveral Conferences together: 
| and a Courier was afterwards ſent to London, with 
| Diſpatches from the 22 and from his Ex- 
| cellency. The Court of Great Britain inſiſting up- 
| on his former Demands ; the Eleven Cuſtom-Houſe 
J Officers were, on the 6th of September, brought out 
|| of Prifon, led through the Place of St. Mark, the 
| Chief of them having Two Papers faſtned, the one 
to his Breaſt, the other to his Back, with an In- 
; ſcription, importing, That they were condemn'd to the 
| Gallies for making an Inſult on the Gondola of the Am- 
baſſador of Great Britain; and then put on board 
| the Galley call'd /a Fuſta, and there chain'd, like 
| other Slaves: But, upon the Earl of Mancheſter's 
| Requeſt, they were, a few Days after, pardon'd, 
| and releaſed. The fame Morning they were put 
| to the Galley, Mr. Cole, his Excellency's — 
| went to the Iſland of Santo-Spirito, where the 29 Half- 
| Pieces of Cloth, before mention'd, were deliver'd to 
him, and having caus'd them to be carried ro the 
Ambaſſador's /alace, his Excellency order'd them to 
| be divided into Four Parts, and ſent them to the 
| four Chief Hoſpitals of Venice; from whence he ſet 
out ſoon after for England.

Proceſſions: They ſtrut; they domineer ; and 
© treat us with ſuch Scorn and Infolence, as if they 
thought it not Robbery, but an Honour to have 
© cheated the Commonwealth. Our Slaves, My 
© Countrymen, our purchas'd Slaves have Spirit e- 
nough to diſobey the unjuſt Commands of — 
* Maſters : Shall we, who were born Free, 
*ſtill, and patiently fuffer the Yoke to be put about 
our Necks? But pray let us conſider a little what 
* ſort of Men theſe are, who have thus ſeiz'd upon 
the Government? Why, they are Men of evil 
Principles, and worſe Practices, Deſigning, Proud, 
* Rapacious, Violent, and Unforgiving deter- 
* min'd by all Methods, to proſecute their Intereſt, 
and poſtpone to that all Regards to Religion and 
© Honour. And this Socicty, what ſhall I call it? 
| ©* This Cabal are firmly and ſtrongly united by that 
* wicked Tye, of having all been, involv'd in the 
* ſame, or in equal Crimes! However, if we had 
© been as careful to preſerve our Liberties, as they 
© have been induſtrious to wreſt *em from us, our 
© Conſtitution had not been ſo ſhock'd and unſettled,

. Surely, we ought the more reſolutely to contend 

for em, as 'tis more diſhonourable to loſe em, 
than never to have had em. But, perhaps, it 
may be ask d. What is it proper for us do in this 

Situation ? Shall we Addreſs ? Shall we Impeach? 
will not take upon me, to preſcribe to you a 
particular Method of Proceeding; but I will be 
bold to ſay, That ſome Stand ought immediately

* Puniſhment, but he who deſerves it; whilſt we 
* give ſuch immenſe Taxes without Appropriation, 
* and let them be diſtributed without Account; 
* whilſt we have not Courage enough e en to own 
our Fears; whilſt we are forc'd to og ſuc. 
* ceſsful Blunders: In a word, whilſt we laviſh our 
© Treaſure, and husband the War, a Man may ven- 
* ture to propheſy, That unleſs the Gods are pleas'd 
to work a Miracle for us at Home, as they have 
done many Abroad, the Time is not far off, in 
* which this antient and noble Frame of Govern- 
© ment will be totally demoliſh'd; and we, that
